~The Supreme Court today 
greatly broadened the Govern- 
ment’s power to regulate nat- 
ural gas prices. 

By a vote, the court ruled 
that the Federal Power Com- 
mission must fix rates for inter- 
state sales of natural gas by 
companies which produce and 
gather it. 

The specific case before the 
court directly involved only the 
Phillips Petroleum Co., but it 
was generally regarded as an 
important test case.

Brigade ashore in the World 


Several Veterans of Omaha and Utah Land- 
ings Attend Memorial, Visit Graves 
of War Buddies. 


By "HAL BOYLE 
OMAHA, BEACH, France, 
June 7 (AP)—On the beaches 
of Normandy yesterday, 10 
years after D-day, the French 


people showed they haven't for- 
gotten the Americans who died 
here. Nearlv 10,000 of the dead 
still lie in St. Laurent Cemetery 
while other thousands are 
buried in their homeland. 

French tricolors decorated 
every small town to welcome 
visitors. More than 25,000 
turned out to hear speeches at 
Utah Beach by Rene Coty and 
United States Ambassador Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge Jr., President 
Eisenhower's personal repre- 
sentative. 

Gen. J. Lawton Collins and 

Gen. Lee T. Gerow, commanders 
of the two American corps that 
landed here June 6, 1944, were 
among the host of high ranking 
Army, Air Force and Navy offi- 
cers present from a half dozen 
countries. 
There were bands, lines of 
marching men, and _ speeches 
about unity at a half dozen cele- 
brations in Normandy, but in 
the end it was the 9485 crosses 
at St. Laurent, just behind 
Omaha Beach, that gave the 
deepest lesson in unity. 


Major Cost of Landing. 


They presented, row on row, 
one of the major costs of the 
Normandy landing, a mighty 
Allied effort that saw 326,547 
men, 54,186 tanks and vehicles 
and 104,428 tons of material 
poured across the beaches in 
six days. 
In the first 24 hours of the 
assault, American forces suf- 
fered some 18,000 casualties on 
Utah and Omaha beaches. 
Lt. Col. Russell R. Raab of 
East Orange, N.J., estimated 95 
per cent of the visitors to the 
cemetery yesterday were French. 
They are still friendly to Amer- 
icans, he said. Almost every 
French family in this area lost 
someone during the war. 
Several veterans who fought 
on this same beach 10 years ago 
had returned for the pilgrimage. 
There also were dozens of Nor- 
mandy veterans in the special 
honor guard of about 400 United 
States troops brought here for 
the cermeonies. 
Sums Up Feeling. 

The feeling they seemed to 
share was expressed by Lt. John 
J. Moglia of Hempstead, Long 
Island, N.Y., who said: 
“I always wanted to come 
back to see this piece of ter- 
rain under different conditions. 
Now the places I could never 
forget are hard to find. If it 
weren't for the cemetery, the 
beach would look like a summer 
resort. Most of the obstacles 
that were here 10 years ago are 
gone now.” 
“Yes,” said Lt. Col. Albert H. 
Smith Jr. of Baltimore, Md., who 
hit the beach in one of the 
earliest assault waves, it's amaz- 
ing there are so few of the scars 
of war left. The years have been 
kind to these hills that we beat 
80. * 
When the speeches and cere- 
monies were over, the honor 
guard, still carrying rifles, began 
to wander among the rows of 
marble crosses. Each had been 
decorated with small French and 
United States flags.

COLUMBIA, S. C., June 7 (AP) 
~—Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson said today “a third 
world war is not the answer“ to 
the problem of stopping the 
spread of Communism. 

In an address at the com- 
mencement and 150th anniver- 
sary celebration of the Univer- 
sity of South Carolina, Wilson 
declared that “we cannot knock 
out false ideas with bullets; we 
must counter and destroy them 
with “the truth, with superior 
ideas and sound philosophy.” 

Cautions Against Conflict. 

In cautioning against attempt- 
ing to eliminate the Communist 
threat by another global con- 
flict, the defense chief said: 
“Even a victory in such a war 
could be purchased only at the 
cost of such horrible waste and 
destruction that the course of 
human progress would be set 
back many decades. And even 
after the necessary reconstruc- 
tion after such a victory in a 
third world war, the free world 
would still have the problem of 
what to do with the vanquished 
and how to establish conditions 
of peace in the world.” 

However, Wilson emphasized 
that the United States and the 
free world must remain militari- 
ly strong. He said that “ I wish 
I could assure you with confi- 
dence that the trend toward 
Communism had been stopped 
everywhere and that there was 
no possibility of general war re- 
sulting from the conflict be- 
tween Russian Communism and 
the free world.” 

Three-Pronged Threat. 

He said Russian militant 
Communism is a three-pronged 
threat: 

A “psychological and prop- 
aganda” one involving claims 
that “the Russian version -of 
Communism is a political and 
social system superior to any 
other in the world.” 

An economic threat because 
the Russian state owns and 
controls all productive prop- 
erty and attempts to destroy 
the economic systems of other 
nations. f 

A military threat because 
ot the buildup of great power 
and because the Russians. ac- 
cept war and internal subver- 
sion as proper political instru- 
ments to use in doing away 
with all capitalist and free 
societies.”

WASH.NGTON, June 7 (AP) 
—Senator Gore (Dem), Tennes- 
see, said today it is time for the 
Administration to make up its 
mind about what course it in- 
tends to follow in combatting 
Communism in Indochina and 
Southeast Asia. 

Gore said he agrees with an 
assertion by Senator Knowland 
of Cglifornia, the Republican 
Senate leader, that the free 
world has come to a “jumping 
off place” and cannot afford to 
let the Reds continue talking at 
Geneva while they swallow ter- 
ritory in Indochina. 

“I agree with Senator Know- 
land’s view, but Congress can't 
take the lead in this matter,” 
Gore said in an interview. Be- 
fore Congress can act at all, the 
Administration must make up 
its mind what it is going to do. 

President's Indecision. 

“We seemed to have assur- 
ances previously that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and Secretary of 
State Dulles had made the deci- 
sion that we must fight, if neces- 
sary, to keep the Communists 
from overrunning Southeast 
Asia. 

“But last week the President 
said he hadn't made up his mind 
about submitting to Congress 
any proposal for authorizing ac- 
tion in that area. Whom are we 
to follow: The Joint Chiefs and 
the’ Secretary of State, or the 
President?” 

Knowland said in a weekend 
interview he believes the next 30 
days will see one of the decisive 
turning points in history, with 
the free world either deciding to 
act or, by failing to do so, letting 
Asia slide to the Communists. 

He said he thinks the Com- 
munists might well take. Hanoi 
and the Red river delta within 
a month, if the talk continues at 
Geneva and the free nations 
make no show of force and indi- 
cate their determination to use 
it if necessary.

St. Louis Asks Commis- 
sion to Consider Its 
Position Open With 
Right to Object to 
Features of Plan. 


The city of St. Louis today 
withdrew its indorsement of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co.’s metropolitan service plan, 
which has drawn many com- 
plaints from subscribers, particu- 
larly St. Louis county residents. 

Announcement of the change 
was made by Associate City 
Counselor Forrest G. Ferris Jr. 
at a public hearing at Clayton 
City Hall before the Missouri 
Public Service Commission. 


Ferris, disclosing withdrawal 
of the indorsement, asked the 
commission to consider the city’s 
‘position as open, “with the un- 
derstanding. that the city re- 
serves the right to oppose and 
object to any features of the 
company’s plan it deems proper.” 

Comment on Protests. 

Referring to the fact that, in 
the spring of 1953, a previous 
city administration had indorsed 
and approved the plan, Ferris 
said: 

“However, shortly after the 
plan became effective, wide- 
spread opposition developed and 
many protests were filed because 
of increased bills, restrictive 
service and for other reasons 
and the commission therefore 
quite properly reopened the 
matter for further investigation 
and study. 

“At the hearing the other 
week, in this reopened pro- 
ceeding, I did state on behalf 
of the city of St. Louis, that the 
city was still of the opinion 
that the company’s metropolitan 
service plan was beneficial and 
decidedly advantageous, and 
words to that effect, to the peo- 
ple of St. Louis as a whole. 

J should not have made that 
statement, at least at that time. 
It now seems obvious, from evi- 
dence so far developed at the 
new hearings, that this state- 
ment and indorsement of the 
plan was premature and that I 
should have withheld any state- 
ment of the city’s position until 
all the evidence was in, and un- 
til it could Be properly 
evaluated.”

A sampling of 11,981 subscrib- 
ers in the metropolitan area, 
representing 3.3 per cent of the 
total 364,580 in the area, showed 
34 per cent had no change in 
telephone costs after the plan 
began operation, DeWitt said. 

On the other hand, based on 
the sampling, 36 per cent of the 
subscribers in the metropolitan 
area, or an estimated - 130,126, 
received lower monthly bills, the 
witness declared. Increases, he 
said, were felt by 30 per cent, or 
109.498.

Citizens Have Duty to Seek Truth in Form- 
ing Opinions, He Tells MacMurray 
College Graduates.

—We are living in an emotional 
age in which “insinuation re- 
places evidence and vilification 
supplants logic,” Chief Justice 
Earl Warren of the United States 
Supreme Court declared here 
yesterday. 

Delivering the commencement 
address at MacMurray College, 
he urged graduates of the col- 
lege for women to help bring 
about an era of understanding 
and good will in the United 
States. 

“I assure you it is badly 
needed,” he said. “Until it is 
accomplished, we lose stature 
both at home and abroad.” 

Duty to Seek Truth. 
Citizens have a duty to avoid 
hasty conclusions and seek the 
truth in forming opinions, Chief 
Justice Warren emphasized, de- 
claring: 

“In this turbulent world of 
bitter ideologies, our peace-lov- 
ing Republic can be guided to 
its destiny only by the light of 
truth. That truth in order to pre- 
vail must find lodgment in the 
hearts and minds of every 
American citizen, because only 
the truth can keep us free. 

“That truth cannot be ac- 
quired merely from the ‘spot 
news’ of the day, or through the 
gossip of the cocktail hour, or 
in any easy or ephemeral man- 
ner. It requires effort—daily 
effort. Above all, it calls for a 
habit of serious reading to learn 
the lessons of the past which, 
after all, are the best guides for 
conscience in solving the prob- 
lems of this or any other day.” 

Of all forms of government, a 
democracy is the most difficult 
to achieve and maintain, he con- 
tinued. 

“Its form is easily counter- 
feited,” he warned, but its 
spirit either lives or dies accord- 
ing to existing standards of civic 
intelligence and social morality.” 

Educational institutions play 
a major role in providing these 
high standards, he continued. 

“Nowhere do we find people 
of greater devotion to the prin- 
ciples and ideals of our nation 
than in the faculties of our 
American colleges and univer- 
sities,” he said. “They are a

always have access to truth and

Aim of College Training. 

The jurist said college train- 
ing is designed to enable stu- 
dents to detect “the difference 
between history and gossip, be- 
tween evidence and rumor.” Ob- 
servation of these differences 
should be cultivated until it be- 
comes a habit of mind, he de- 
clared, adding: 

“Its possession is an indis- 
pensable requisite for exercising 
responsible judgment—for trans- 
lating into daily practice a citi- 
zen's duty of truth-seeking and 
tolerance and justice. 

“It cannot be acquired easily, 
because we are living in an 
emotional age when most of the 
reported news of,the day is not 
only controversial but bitter. 
We receive an abundance of in- 
formation, but it is difficult to 
separate the wheat from the 
chaff. We are flooded with 
charges and counter-charges as 
a substitute for proof. Insinua- 
tion replaces evidence, and vili- 
fication supplants logic. Epi- 
thets, slogans and catchy phrases 
abound until too often we be- 
come lost in a maze of rhetorical 
bitterness.” 

Awarded Degree. 

The Chief Justice, a towering 
black-robed figure crowned by 
a shock of white hair, spoke 
with great earnestness to an 
assembly of more than 3000 
persons on the Ann Rutledge 
Quadrangle. His address was 
rebroadcast last night over the 
Columbia network. 

MacMurray College awarded 
the jurist an honorary degree. 
It had planned to give him a 
doctorate of laws, but since he 
already has LL.D.s from eight 
schools, he was given the de- 
gree of Doctor of Humane Let- 
ters instead.

Warns Revival of Religion 
May Be Revival of Be- 
‘lief in Magic.

on the decline in the United | 


[States, and what many people 
feel to be a revival of religion 
in modern times may in truth 
be only a revival of belief in 
magic, Rabbi Ferdinand Isser- 
man of Temple Israel said yes- 
terday at Washington Univer- 
sity. 

Speaking at the university's 
annual baccalaureate’ service, 
Rabbi Isserman said religion 
must be re-allied with learning 
if it is to prove the salvation of 
humanity. That was his chal- 
lenge to the graduating cs. 

“The wane of learning,” he 
declared, “is to be seen in the 
popularity of sneers against the 
intellectuals, in the ridicule 
E against a candidate for 


public office because of his cul- 
tured background, in the gen- 


eral lack of appreciation for the 
man of learning, unless that 
learning can be reduced to dol- 
lars and cents.” 

Rabbi Isserman warned that 
religion without wisdom and 
education may become fanati- 
cism, bigotry and superstition. 
It may bless segregation, he ob- 
served, whereas enlightened re- 
ligion will lead to brotherhood 
of man under God. 

“An excellent example of the 
marriage of the tradition of 
learning and of faith can be 
seen,” the speaker said, “in the 
Supreme Court’s decision out- 
lawing segregation. The institu- 
tions of religion have long pro- 
claimed the brotherhood of man, 
i the equality of all men made in 
God's image. 

“These religious 
were Substantiated by modern 
anthropological ience which 
pointed out that there are no 
superior and no inferior races, 
but backward and advanced 
people, and backward peoples 
by a change in environment may 
become advanced.” 

Rabbi Isserman reminded his 
audience that the great religions 
wrote the great books and fos- 
tered education, nourishing the 
tradition of the cultivated mind. 
Today, he said, people are en- 
amoured of gadgets which make 
for comfort, but riot for wisdom. 

“Our national heroes have be- 
come athletes, comedians and 
motion picture actors and act- 
resses,” he said. “They have be- 
come the authorities whose 
opinions count most, and are 
quoted by hucksters who thus 
seek to vend their wares.’ 

, Despite the threat of nuclear 
warfare. young people now en- 
tering adult life will not prop-

| tion, Rabbi Isserman said, un- 
less they are afraid to state 
their convictions, and to stand 
by them and die for them if 
need be. 

He urged the graduating 
class to..man the ramparts 
against anti-inteHectualism. He 
said: “If you will cherish high 
religion over and against super- 
stition and magic, if you will 
live the noble life . . by reso- 
lutely being unafraid of opposi- 
tion, then perhaps you, too, and 
the rest of your generation will 
lay the foundation for a new 
era in human life.”

famous cheesecake seems des- 
tined to become a classic in its 
own right—a new chapter in the 
book. Think of the lend of 
flavors—creamy—sweet— yet — 
subtly sharp cottage cheese, eggs, 
sweetening, the richness of cho- 
colate—baked gently to firmest 
custard texture. 

Although it is so glamorous in 
taste and appearance, the new 
chocolate cheesecake, unlike 
most members of its family, 
does not call for any special 
baking pan, such as a spring 
form pan. This one is baked in 
a regular ovenproof glass bak- 
ing dish. The fine wafer crumbs 
which form the crust are pressed 
on sides and bottom of the dish 
with the back of a spoon.

The cottage cheese which 18 
the basis for this dish may be 
either fine-grained or  big- 
grained. It must be sieved to 
produce the luscious special 
texture of the finished product.

Here then is the recipe for 
the world’s first Chocolate 
Cheesecake, which may well be 
the most glamorous dessert of 
the year. 


Chocolate Cheesecake. 
One five-ounce package vanil- 
wafers. 


Six tablespoons melted butter. 
Three cups cottage cheese 
(sieved). 


Three eggs. 

Three-fourths cup sugar. 

Three tablespoons heavy 
cream. 

One-fourth cup sifted flour. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 
One-third cup cocoa. 

Garnish of whipped cream, 
and slivers of unsweetened, 
semi-sweet chocolate, or milk 
chocolate. 

Method: 

Roll vanilla wafers into fine 
crumbs; mix with three table- 
spoons of the melted butter. 
Press with back of spoon on 
sides and bottom of round 
eight-inch by two-inch oven- 
proof glass baking dish. 

Sieve cottage cheese into 
large bowl. Add the remaining 
three tablespoons melted butter; 
stir until blended. 

Beat eggs (yolks and whites 
together) until thick and fluffy. 
Add sugar gradually, a table- 
spoon at a time, beating to 
blend after each addition. Add 
this mixture, 
vanilla, and cocoa to ‘sieved 
cottage cheese. Fold in until 
well blended. 

Pour mixture into crust. 
Bake in slow oven, 300 degrees, 
45 minutes. Turn off heat.

INCE Dr, J, Robert Oppeniidisher has been judged devotedly 
loyal, impeccably discreet, and an invaluable public servant, 
the heart of the case against him is his alleged lack of “en- 


thusiasm” for the hydrogen bomb. 

To understand just how astonishing this case is it is neces- 
sary to know the hitherto secret history of the origins of the 
hydrogen bomb project. Here, briefly, are the essential facts. 


The debate about the bomb 
began when Dr. Edward Teller, 
the great thermonuclear expert. 
came to Washington immediate- 
ly after the explosion of the first 
Soviet atomic bomb in Septem- 
ber 1949. His purpose was to 
gain support for a crash pro- 
gram to make Super, as the 
purely hypothetical hydrogen 
bomb was then called. To this 
end, Teller buttonholed Lewis 
Strauss, then a member of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

Strauss in turn urged the 
commission and President Tru- 
man to give consideration to the 
kind of program Teller wanted. 
The problem was thereupon re- 
ferred to the AEC’s General Ad- 
visory Committee; and this com- 
mittee met in late October 1949, 
in hours-long debate, under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Oppenheim- 
er. 

Opposed Crash Program, 

On October 29, 1949, the ad- 
visory committee reported to the 
White House and the AEC. The 
committee majority opposed a 
crash program to build Super, 
at least for the time being, but 
did not foreclose the idea of 
such a program in the future. 
This group was headed by Dr. 
Oppenheimer, and included Drs. 
James Bryant Conant and Lee 
Dubridge (who wrote the ma- 
jority report); Hartley Rowe of 


the United Fruit Co., and Oliver 
Buckley of the Bell Telephone | 

Laboratories. 
Dr. Conant, of course, is now

Minority Goes Further. 
The minority of the General 
Advisory Committee went even 
further than Dr. Oppenheimer 
and his fellow-members of the 
majority. They declared that the 
H-bomb would be a weapon so 
horrible it should never be made 
under any circumstances, They 
advocated an American pledge 
never to make it, with the pro- 
viso that a Russian hydrogen 
bomb test, on. being detected, 
would be treated as an act of 
war. 


The two men who took this in- 
teresting position were the great 
physicists, Dr. Enrico Fermi and 
Dr. 1. I. Rabi. Dr. Rabi, whose 
“lack of enthusiasm” was 80 
much greater than Dr. Oppen- 
heimer's, now holds Dr. Oppen- 
heimer’s former place as chair- 
man of the General Advisory 
Committee. As such, he is Adm. 
Strauss’s chief scientific mentor.

Strauss Delayed Report. 

Dean, Lilienthal, Pike, and 
Smyth appended their individ- 
ual opinions to this over-all re- 
port, for some reason Strauss 
did not.

State reported categorically | 
that there was not the slightest 
hope of achieving control of the 
new weapons by agreement with 
the Soviets—and this hope had 
influenced those who had coun- 
seled delay. Defense pointed to 
most cogent reasons why this 
country would not risk the So- 
viet Union achieving the super- 
bomb first. 

In the interval, the substance 
of the issue had been reported, 
initially by these reporters, and 
there was an almost unanimous 
public reaction in favor of mak- 
ing the bomb. As a result, the 
whole climate of opinion began 
to change. In late December, 
Strauss belatedly sent his indi- 
vidua] memorandum to the Pres- 
ident, and for the first time 
came out flatly for Super. By 
late January 1950, all five com- 
missioners, questioned in execu- 
tive session by the McMahon 
also came out for 
Super. The President then or- 
dered the bomb to be made.

n is certainly true that Strauss 


ormed a useful public serv- 
in the debate on Super. But 
the picture which has been so 
often painted of Strauss bravely 
and single-mindedly foiling the 


“| nefarious designs of an equally | 


single-minded Oppenheimer, is 
hardly accurate. Those who 
have put about this version of 
events have been, to borrow a 
phrase from the Gray report, 
“less than candid.” And the 
chief putter-about has been 
none other than Adm. Strauss 
himself. 

Second, if “lack of enthusi- 
asm” for the terrible hydrogen 
weapon is to mark a man as a 
security risk, who then is se- 
cure? Dr. Teller, no doubt, is 
safe. So, oddly enough, is for- 
mer Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, also a strong advocate 
of Super from the start. For the 
rest, certain of this country’s 
most respected business men, 
and virtually all its leading sci- 
entists, must now be marked se- 
curity risks. - 

There were cogent technical 
réasons why so many scientists 
at first doubted the wisdom of 
going all-out for the hydrogen 
weapon.

The present act, which the 
commission recommends be

tional. Information gleaned 
from intelligence sources on the 
capabilities or intentions of a 
foreign power is classified as re- 
stricted—top secret, secret or 
confidential. 


This means that even infor- 
mation on Soviet atomic tests, 
picked up by seismograph (re- 
cording earth shocks at long 
range), by analysis of upper air 
showing traces of radioactivity 
or by intelligence coming from 
agent sources cannot be passed 
on to Britain or other allies un- 
less there is a public announce- 
ment by the White House. 


Exchange of information is a 
two-way street. Britain, feeling 
that the tight provisions of the 
American Atomic Energy Act 
have choked off all data coming 
from the United States, is keep- 
ing its own information to it- 
self—including intelligence on 
Soviet atomic developments.

This is certainly 
encouraging news.

If the largest city in Maryland now decides that 
it can integrate its public system next 
fall, what is holding back largest city in 
Missouri from doing the same thing? 

In our opinion, there is no need whatever for 
St. Louis or any other community to wait on 
the further arguments that the Supreme Court 
hes ordered for October, That procedure is 
merely to allow more time for those areas which 


believe themselves to have a special problem 


As Circuit Judge Sam C. Blair pointed out in 
Jefferson City, “The Missouri constitutional and 
jon be- 
come a mere shambles under the decision of the 
high court, and school districts are legally with- 
in their rights to ‘go ahead and integrate now.” 

Integration is basically a problem for local 
school boards te work out for themselves. And 
in working it out, the first step is for the local 
board te decide how quickly the system can ac- 
commodate itself to the Supreme Court's man- 
date. In St. Louis that is the question which is 
now squarely before the 12 members of the 
board. 

Superintendent of Instruction Hickey has said 
that the system is prepared to effect integration 
this fall if the board so orders. In anticipation of 
the court's ruling, for example, the Instruction 
Department drew up some time ago a redistrict- 
ing pian on the basis of the entire student popu- 
lation, regardless of color. 

Mr. Hickey and his assistants deserve the 
community’s thanks for their foresight in this 
matter. That previous preparation plus the time 
that will be available in the summer months for 
pe details of a single system, will work 
to the community's advantage. 

A segregated school system does great vio- 
lence to the democratic concept. The St. Louis 
School Board would not be out of order if it 
moved firmly ahead and declared the end of 
segregation effective with the opening of schools 
next fall. Why wait? 
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$119,146 Worth of Campaign Mail 
A terrific record for abuse of the mail frank- 
ing privilege under which Congressmen can 
send out free mail apparently has been set by 
Representative Yorty (Dem.), who hopes Cali- 
fornia will elect him to the Senate this fall. 
According to the Republican Congressional 
Campaign Committee, Yorty has mailed 4,108,500 
copies of a speech which he had inserted in the 
Congressional Record of May 12. The previous 
record is said to have been around 2,000,000 
copies of a Congressional Record insert. Mailing 


of Yorty’s insert is estimated to have cost the 


taxpayers $119,146. 


A reading of the speech, entitled “Let's Build . 


— Better America,” reveals it is pretty much of a 
routine chamber of commerce speech. It de- 
nounces dictatorships and demagogues and ad- 
vocates more hospitals and better roads. It 
detlares that “education is the very foundation 
of democracy” and points out that “the air age 
has reduced the relative size of our spinning 
globe.” And, of course, it gets around to taxes: 
“True taxes are a staggering barden but they 
are high mainly because of defense costs.” 

The outstanding thought brought te mind by 
this speech is that those ” taxes are 
not likely to get much lighter with fellows like 
Representative Yorty spending $119,146 of the 
taxpayers’ money to tell his constituents what he 
told them in that speech. 
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Split on AEC Powers 

The Atomic Energy Commission and the Joint 
Congressiogal Committee on Atomic Energy are 
each split on propesed legislation to give more 
authority to the chairman of the five-man com- 
mission. Lewis L. Strauss, the chairman since 
Yast July, already can be said to occupy one 
of the most important public offices in the 
United States. This able administrator, who 
made his name as a Wall Street financier and 
as a naval reserve admiral, also is atomic 
energy adviser to President Eisenhower. He 
attends the very secret meetings of the National 
Security Council, the country’s top defense 
group, as a consultant. . 

While nobody can question Adm. Strauss's 
patriotism. perspicacity and energy, there are 
persons who raise the question as to whether 
he is not overly ambitious for power. Roland 
Sawyer writes in the New Republic that “Mr. 
Strauss is getting what is called in Washington 
a bad press, and it is reliably believed that he 


is distressed.” Joseph and Stewart Alsop, the 
columnists, wrote on May 24 he had “per- 
suaded Representative W. Cole to give 


power in the Cole-Hickenlooper bill to amend 
the Atomic Energy Act of 1946. 

Cole 1d now arguing that the bill makes no 
real change in the distribution of power but 
merely recognizes the present position of the 
chairman as “first among equals.” If the bill 
makes no real change, then it may well be 
asked why it should even be under consideration, 
But the bill apparently is a bill with a real pur 
pose for Adm. Strauss made it plain that he 
seeks more power. Adm. Strauss told the com- 
mittee last week “that it is not possible to oper-

The subcommittee had heard transcripts of a 
telephone conversation between Mr. Symington 
afid Secretary of the Army Stevens. These dis- 
closed that the Missouri Senator suggested legal 
help for the Army in opposing McCarthy's at- 
tempt to subpena members of the Army loyalty 
board. Senator Symington also urged Stevens 
to “forget those Marquis of Queensberry rules.” 
Upon hearing this Senator McCarthy charged 
that the phone calls “blew up” the Army’s case. 


He accused Mr. Symington of favoritism toward 


the Army and demanded that he step down as 
“judge” at the hearings. 

In the midst of the uproar, several things 
could have been said in defense of Senator 
Symington. The first is that he certainly gave 
the Army some good advice: namely, to fight 
back against the McCarthy invasion. 

But Mr. Symington could only give that ad- 
vice because the Army had not then determined 
to fight. In fact, the present hearings had not 
even been proposed. 

As a member of McCarthy's own zubeommit- 
tee who was not in the confidence of the chair- 
man and as former Air Force Secretary, Senator 
Symington had a perfectly natural right to be 
concerned about the chairman’s attack on the 
Army. And the Senator could not have known 
then that he would later be called to help hear 
the accusations which resulted. 

Such a prior interest might disqualify a judgé 
from hearing a case in court, but the Senate 
subcommittee is a prairie mile from being a 
court. For one thing, it is hearing a case involv- 
ing its own chairman. And its Republican mem- 
bers have shown distinct favoritism toward the 
case of their Republican colleague from Wiscon- 
sin, even going so far as to dismiss the charges 
against his chief of staff, Francis P. Carr. 

About all the charges and counter-charges of 
favoritism show is that the Senate subcommittee 
was not the proper committee to hear the case. 
But that is where the hearings began and where 
they must end, with whatever embarrassment to 
either side. It is too late for a defendant to try 
to change the judges. 
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Building up the Sheriff 

St. Louis county is considering a plan to re- 
place the sheriff system with a modern county 
police force, yet the County Council has voted 
tentatively to add 10 more deputies to the sher- 
iff’s staff. What kind of timing is that? 

Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley had ambitions for 
20 more deputies. The council voted 6 to 1 to 
perfect a bill giving him 10, with Councilman 
James A. Singer opposed. 

Even if the sheriff needs more help, the pres- 
ent bill ought to provide stricter standards for 
selecting new deputies. The sheriff's office is a 
political office. The selection methods used 
there can be judged by such events as the no- 
torious shooting and celebration at the sheriff's 
staff party. 

But the time to give the sheriff more help is 
when and if county voters decide to keep him. 
The Citizens’ Commission on Law Enforcement 


hag proposed a non-political police force as a 


substitute for the outmoded sheriff system. A 


y charter amendment to establish the police is 
being prepared for the council, and should be 


passed on to the voters. 

Ten more deputies for the sheriff now could 
mean ten more campaigners against the police 
plan. And if the plan is adopted, these deputies 
would probably be frozen inte the new police 
force. Obviously building up the sheriff's office 
just as the county has a chance to replace it is 
not going to do the police plan any good. The 
Council ought te put the police project first.

One of the Best of Men 

Dean Isidor Loeb never was elected to the 
Board of Aldermen or the Missouri Legislature 
or to a seat in Congress. Yet he served his city, 
his state and his nation more effectively than a 
vast host of those who hold elective office. He 
fUuminated politics. He applied the methods and 
skills of the scientist to the study and presen- 
tation of practical political problems such as 
taxation, labor relations and price controls. Few 
scholars were his peer in state government and 
constitutional law. 

And he had infinite patience and good cheer. 
In 1907 he wrote a pamphlet, “The Necessity for 
a New*Coristitution in Missouri.” When he saw 
Missouri catch up some 40 years later with the 
new Constitution of 1945 he welcomed the 
achievement belated though it was. His col- 
leagues gave him the highest post in their com- 
mand, the presidency of the American Political 
Science Association, which such men as Wood- 
row Wilson and Lord Bryce distinguished. Yet 
he was the most approachable, kindly of men, 
always at the call of his students. 

The University of Missouri and Washington 
University shared him in his long career and 
Gown shared him generously with Town. It had 
to be that way with Isidor Loeb.

Exemplar of Treason 


TRAITOROUS HERO, by Willard M. Wallace. 

(Herper, 394 pgs., 33.) ' 

One somewhat archaic definition of 
the word apology runs as follows; “An 
explanation of the grounds for a given 
course of action.” In a word this is 
the perfect description of Willard M. 
Wallace's Traitorous Hero.” His book 
is in no sense a justification; it is rath- 
er the painstaking exposition of a per- 
sonality and its motives. Through Wal- 
lace’s work Benedict Arnold becomes 
neither sub- nor super-human, but a 

man, with a certain 
bent. of character, 
whose actions can 
the understood 
when the circum- 
stances surround - 
ing hig life become 
clear. 

Here is a man 
who could have 
been great. He had 
the kind of natural 
leadership which 
drew men to him, 
and he knew it.

French Indochina has an area 
of 286,000 square miles—a little 
larger than Texas and about 
half again the size of France. 
The population totals 27,000,000, 
which includes 43,000 French 
and 600,000 other foreigners. 

Most of the natives are Anna- 
mites, Mongolian in origin, but 
from prehistoric times racially 
mixed with Khmers, Malays, 
Chinese and other peoples. 

The brown-skinned Annamites 
are small, less robustthan neigh- 
boring races and walk with a 
peculiar swagger because of an 
odd hip conformation and a sep- 
aration of the big toe from the 
other toes.

“The successors of Gia-Long 
hated the French. Scores of

1858, Spain because some of 


Spanish. After four years of 
bloodshed, France took over 
most of Cochin-China as a pro- 
testorate in 1862. 

In 1863, France placed Cam- 
bodia, a state to the west, under 
a protectorate.

In 1873, French forces con- 
quered Tonkin, whose emperor, 
Tu-Duc, signed a protectorate 
treaty, but at the same time 
played a double game by prom- 
ising “obedience” to China.

Almost every North-South 
pair reached the logical and 
comfortable contract of four 
hearts and made five-odd. 

One master South, however, 
decided to open the auction 
with a rather fancy no-trump 
bid, and when North properly 
raised to three no-trump, South 
stood fast. Thus, the heart suit 
was not even mentioned! 


West opened the spade ten, 
and when dummy’s jack was 
not covered by East, declarer 
realized that every other North- 
South pair in the room would 
undoubtedly score 450 points at 
heart contracts. This, against 
the mere 10 tricks, worth 430 
points, that South could see at 
no-trump. 


So a very bad board was 
clearly in store for South un- 
less he could “do something.” 

South DID do something—at 
Trick 2 he coolly led a diamond 
from the table! He did not 
catch East napping—that de- 
fender put up the diamond 
queen and led another round of 
the suit, but West was gullible, 
He took the third trick with the 
diamond ace—and shifted back 
to spades! 


Now South went to work. He 
won with the spade king and 
cashed the five hearts, discard- 
ing a club from the board. 
West's first discard was the 
seven of diamonds, and that 
forced East to stand guard over 
the diamond six in dummy. 
Then a double squeeze auto- 
matically developed. West had 
to keep two spades, hence could 
not guard clubs; and East had 
to keep the diamond. When 
South finally led to the spade 
ace, East had to relinquish his 
club stopper, and that gave 
South three club tricks, for an 
„absolute top.”
